

Apology after OAP and 



THE NHS has written an apology to 
a Littleport grandmother who was 
forced to share her ambulance with a 
stray dog picked up from the side of a 
road. 

Brenda Wilding, 86, was being 
rushed to Addenbrooke’s with a severe 
gallbladder complaint on November 
12 when paramedics pulled over on 
the A10 to rescue the cold and dis¬ 
tressed dog. 

The dog allegedly jumped up on 
the pensioner as she was vomiting en 
route to receive emergency treatment, 
while ambulance staff tried to trace the 
animal’s owner. 

Speaking to Mail Online Mrs Wild¬ 
ing said: “I couldn’t see much of what 
was going on but I couldn’t understand 
what was taking so long. I was left in 
the ambulance and could hear people 
talking about a dog. 

“The next thing I knew the paramed¬ 
ic who had been riding in the back of 
the ambulance with me appeared with 
a black Labrador and asked if I minded 
if the dog came too.

“I was completely baffled. It’s not 
what you expect in a medical environ¬ 
ment, but I agreed. All I wanted to do 
was get to hospital.” 

She was later admitted to Adden¬ 
brooke’s where she stayed for three 
days receiving treatment for her con¬ 
dition, with her family left angry at the 
way their relative was treated. 

After writing a letter of complaint the 
NHS responded saying that Mrs Wild¬ 
ing “saw the dog and smiled. She had 
an interest in dogs, something that was 
quite prominent given the number of 
dog ornaments in her property. 

“One of the crew members asked 
your mother ‘is it was OK for the dog 
to come into the warmth’, whilst they 
made some phone calls to get it some 
help. The patient accepted. 


“Your mother’s condition had not 
changed since leaving the property. 
The patient thanked the crew for their 
help and humorously stated that she 
would ‘remember this journey’.” 

A spokesperson for East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust said the dog 
was friendly, non-aggressive and fol¬ 
lowed the paramedic into the ambu¬ 
lance after he made an emergency stop 
to avoid hitting it. 

The journey thereafter was reported 
as ‘smooth’ and the patient’s condition 
‘not time critical’. 

Her granddaughter Justine Butcher, 
46, a medically-retired NHS nurse 
said: “Nan told me she’d shared an am¬ 
bulance with a wet dog and at first we 
thought she must have got confused. 
But she kept saying it over and over so I 
contacted East of England Ambulance 
Service to demand an investigation.” 

In a letter of apology East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust accepted that 
the paramedics breached Infection 
Prevention Control (ICP) procedures.

East Cambridgeshire Lucy Frazer welcomes Prime Minster 
Theresa May's announcement on supporting mental 
health 


O ne in 10 children has 
a diagnosable mental 
health condition. And 
we know that if low level 
problems are not tackled 
early on they can lead to 
more significant problems 
later on in life. 

Given that over half of 
mental health problems start 
by the age of 14 it is vital that 
we do all we can to support 
young people from an early 
age. 

Earlier this year the 
Education Select Committee, 
of which I am a member, 
held an inquiry into 
looked after children. We 
recommended that the 
interface between schools 
and health services needed 
to be strengthened to ensure 
that teachers and schools 
were better equipped to 


identify, assess and support 
children and young people 
with mental health difficulties 
but that schools must not 
be relied upon to provide 
specialist care and treatment. 

This week, the Prime 
Minister has rightly 
recognised the importance 
of supporting children with 
mental health problems early 
on. She announced the first 
steps in a plan to transform 
the way we deal with mental 
illness in this country at every 
stage of a person's life: not 
in our hospitals, but in our 
classrooms, at work and in 
our communities. 

In her speech on Monday 
at the Charity Commission, 
Mrs May announced that 
every secondary school will 
be offered mental health first 
aid training - which teaches 



people how to identify 
symptoms and help people 
who may be developing a 
mental health issue. She 
further announced trials on 
strengthening links between 
schools and NHS specialist 
staff, including a review of 
children and adolescent 
services across the country. 
And promised an extra £15m 
for community care. 

These are important steps 
in a complex but important 
area and the Prime Minister's 
position recognising and 
supporting mental health is 
extremely welcome.

Council fights 
for Littleport 


THE district council is fight¬ 
ing for Littleport to remain 
part of East Cambridgeshire. 

The move comes after 
the Boundary Commis¬ 
sion for England (BCE) last 
November issued propos¬ 
als which would see East 
Cambridgeshire split across 
three new constituencies. 

The biggest change the 
commission has put for¬ 
ward sees Littleport become 
part of the new South West 
Norfolk constituency along¬ 
side wards from Breckland, 
King’s Lynn and West Nor¬ 
folk. 

In response, the author¬ 
ity’s infrastructure and strat¬ 
egy manager, Sally Bonnett, 
has outlined an alternative 
constituency map, which 
would enable Littleport to 
remain part of North East 
Cambridgeshire. 

Outlining her argument, 
she noted that the council’s 
proposals “better rehect lo¬ 
cal government bounda¬ 
ries, as Littleport remains 
in a constituency with other 
areas of Cambridgeshire, 
and the Norfolk parliamen¬ 
tary constituencies are con- 
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tained within the Norfolk 
county borders.” 

It was also noted the dis¬ 
trict council’s redrawn map 
is in line with the boundary 
proposals for the new Peter¬ 
borough and Cambridgesh¬ 
ire combined authority. 

“Littleport has been part 
of the North East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire constituency 
since its creation in 1983 
and as part of Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council its com¬ 
munity interests, identity 
and all local ties are with 
Cambridgeshire, not Nor¬ 
folk,” she said. “All the pub¬ 
lic services Littleport resi¬ 
dent’s access, for examples 
schools, police, waste col¬ 
lection are all within Cam¬ 
bridgeshire.” 

A second consultation 
giving local groups the 
chance to comment on the 
proposals is scheduled for 
this spring. 

The BCE will then review 
the comments again to re¬ 


vise its proposals for the fu¬ 
ture of the North East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire boundary, with 
a second draft due at the 
end of the year. 

The issue is set to be final¬ 
ised with a report published 
in September, 2018. 

A statement about the re¬ 
visions on the BCE website, 
said the work was being car¬ 
ried to redraw English con¬ 
stituencies under a central 
government directive. 

Under the ‘Sainte-Lague’ 
formula this will see the 
number of constituencies in 
England reduced from 553 
to 501. 

The BCE continued: “A 
parliamentary boundary re¬ 
view examines the existing 
constituencies and makes 
recommendations for any 
changes that might be need¬ 
ed to make sure constituen¬ 
cies comply with legal re¬ 
quirements. 

“Those legal requirements 
are intended to keep the 
number of electors in each 
constituency broadly equal, 
whilst also taking into ac¬ 
count factors such as local 
community ties.”

A STARRING actress in the 
Netflix series The Crown - 
filmed at Ely Cathedral and 
billed as the most expensive 
TV drama ever made - has 
won a Golden Globe for her 
portrayal of the Queen. 

The Crown’s Claire Foy 
has been named best ac¬ 
tress in the television dra¬ 
ma for her portrayal of a 
young Queen Elizabeth II 
in the big-budget Netflix 
series about the monarch’s 
early reign. 

Ely Cathedral has also 
been wowing global audi¬ 
ences as the centrepiece 
setting of the series. 

The Cambridgeshire 
landmark stands in for 
Westminster Abbey in epi¬ 
sode one of the lavish new 
£100million drama. 

Scenes from the 1947 
wedding of Princess Eliza¬ 
beth (Claire Foy) and Prince 


Philip (. Doctor Who’s Matt 
Smith) were filmed at 
the cathedral in August 
2015. 

This is not the first 
time Ely Cathedral has 
taken the crown 
as a favour¬ 
ite of 
film 
loca¬ 
tion 
scouts. 

The 11th 
century “ship 
of the fens” has 
been the historic 
setting for other British re¬ 
gal dramas, including The 
King’s Speech (2010), Eliza¬ 
beth: The Golden Age (1998) 
and Macbeth (2015). 

The Crown, a 10-part 
drama written by Oscar- 
nominated writer of The 
Queen (2006) Peter Morgan, 
is described by actor Matt 
Smith as stripping away 
“the mask” the Royal Fam¬ 
ily wear in public. 

At the Golden Globe 


awards, Claire Foy beat off 
competition from fellow 
Netflix star Winona Ry¬ 
der for her role in Stranger 
Things, for the gong. 

Foy, who is married to 
actor Stephen Campbell 
Moore, is expected to re¬ 
turn to the royal role for 
further instalments of the 
royal drama. 

The first season of The 
Crown is available to 
stream on Netflix now.

Wildspace gets 
‘big year’ survey 





WILDLIFE volunteers are set 
to carry out a year long sur¬ 
vey of the flora and fauna in 
Ely’s landscape. 

It will be carried out in 
conjunction with conser¬ 
vation experts from the 
Natural History Museum, to 
document sites of ecologi¬ 
cal importance, including 
Roswell Pits, Ely Common 
and the riverside meadows. 

The purpose of the ‘Ely 
Wildspace Big Year’ is to 
provide a detailed account 
of species, their distribu¬ 
tion, habitats and numbers 
throughout 2017. 

Data will then be submit¬ 
ted to national recording 
schemes, and the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough Environmental Re¬ 
cords Centre, where it can 
be used by environmen¬ 
talists to promote habitat 
improvement and conser¬ 
vation in the Ely area, and 
argue against developmen¬ 
tal pressures. 

Leading the study is sen¬ 
ior research scientist from 
the Department of Earth 
Sciences at the Natural His¬ 
tory Museum, Mark Welch. 

Speaking about the im- 
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portance of the study he 
said: “An up-to-date data¬ 
base of well-documented 
biological records will allow 
environmental-impact as¬ 
sessments (EIAs) associated 
with any proposed develop¬ 
ment to be publicly scruti¬ 
nised and, when necessary, 
challenged. 

“As well as for charismatic 
Ely species such as the ot¬ 
ter, bittern and marsh har¬ 
rier, there is a need to obtain 
good data for invertebrates, 
which can be challenging to 
identify. 

“Together with plants and 
fungi, it is invertebrates that 
are the ‘engine’ that keeps 
the rest of the ecosystem go¬ 
ing. To do this we have put 
in place a protocol for sur¬ 
veying and data recording 
that will ensure that iden¬ 
tifications are correct and 
records appropriately docu¬ 
mented.” 

In addition to weekly re¬ 
cording sessions there will 
also be frequent events tak¬ 
ing place throughout the 


year to promote the project, 
with the organisers calling 
on people to take part. 

It is billed as a great op¬ 
portunity for people to get 
to know their natural envi¬ 
ronment while learning eco- 
survey skills. 

Volunteer Will Burdett 
said: “Being involved in the 
study and conservation of 
local wildlife is very reward¬ 
ing, educational and valu¬ 
able. It provides a healthy 
balance to the pressures 
of daily life and you learn 
to appreciate how nature 
works, including the smaller 
things which are easily over¬ 
looked. 

“The Ely Wildspace Big 
Year is a great opportunity to 
get involved in an ambitious 
local project that will help us 
to make informed decisions 
about how best to support 
and sustain nature on our 
doorstep.”

Historic finds 
dug up on site

AN archaeological excava¬ 
tion at a Soham housing site 
has uncovered ancient Iron 
Age and Anglo Saxon arte¬ 
facts. 

The work was carried at 
Morris Gardens where 87 
new homes are being built. 

Archeologists from the 
University of London (UCL) 
carried out the work and are 
in the process of assessing 
and cataloguing the artefacts. 

These include a number of 
well-preserved Anglo-Saxon 
objects, items of jewellery, 
ornaments, buckets, twee¬ 
zers, buckles and weapons 
such as spears and shields. 

David Ivell, technical di¬ 
rector at the Bovis Homes 
site, said: “By developing this 
land, we were able to give 
Archaeology South-East the 
opportunity to investigate 
the area. 

“We’re delighted that it un¬ 
covered items of interest that 
will help future generations 
to understand how the land 
here has changed over many 
centuries, from an agricul-

tural settlement for Roman 
families, right through to 
becoming the modern new 
homes site we are building 
here today.” 

Other finds included an 
elaborate bone comb, bead¬ 
ed jewellery made of glass, 
amber, jet, and amethyst as 
well as personal items such 
as silver wrist clasps, bone 
pins, and rings. 

On some brooches and 
metal objects, rare fragments 
of Anglo Saxon textiles were 
preserved, allowing experts 
to detail the cloth’s weave 
pattern. 

It is hoped the preserved 
fragments will help experts 
understand the textile tech¬ 
nology to reconstruct Anglo- 
Saxon clothing. 

Assistant director of UCL’s 
Archaeology South-East, 
Louise Rayner, said: “The site 
was expected to contain ar¬ 


chaeological remains after a 
large excavation immediately 
to the south-east had previ¬ 
ously uncovered extensive 
evidence for the Late Bronze 
Age, Iron Age and Roman 
periods, but it was great to 
discover such a range of ar¬ 
tefacts”. 

“Among the discoveries 
was a large, ditched Iron Age 
enclosure, at least 2.5m wide 
and 2m deep measuring 50m 
by at least 20m. 

“The enclosures form part 
of a productive agricultur¬ 
al landscape with finds of 
quernstones for processing 
grain, animal bones and oth¬ 
er domestic refuse, and pits 
possibly used for grain stor¬ 
age. Although no buildings 
were identified, it is likely a 
settlement focus was located 
nearby.”

Area ‘must share good 
fortune with others’

EAST Cambridgeshire residents 
have an extraordinary quality 
of living and more houses need 
to be built to share that good 
fortune with others, an influen¬ 
tial Ely leader said. 

Chairman of the City of Ely 
Council, Cllr Ian Lindsay, wel¬ 
comed the start of a public con¬ 
sultation on building 11,400 
homes in the district. 

Cllr Lindsay said: “I welcome 
the fact the East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council has ap¬ 
proved the latest draft of their 
Local Plan. 

“We are fortunate to live in a 
part of the country that since 
my childhood in Cambridge in 
the 50s has changed in an ex¬ 
traordinarily exciting but unex¬ 
pected way, yet has maintained 
a quality of life that makes it 
an equally extraordinary nice 
place to live. We need to share 
that good fortune with others, 
and we need to do it urgently.” 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s Further Local Plan, 
for thousands of new homes 


and jobs, goes out for public 
consultation this week. 

The draft was approved by 
the full council last November, 
and the authority is now wel¬ 
coming feedback from all in¬ 
terested parties for a six week 
period, from January 12 to Feb¬ 
ruary 20. 

The council called on land- 
owners throughout East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire to put forward sites 
for the creation of 11,400 new 
homes and 6,900 jobs in towns 
and villages across the district. 

The plan now includes devel¬ 
opment policies and housing 
proposals up until 2036 and, 
once approved, landowners 
will be expected to work with 
interested developers to sub¬ 
mit planning applications. 

In Ely, vast empty fields to 
the north east, towards Chet- 
tisham, have been earmarked 
for housing and business de¬ 
velopments. 

In nearby Kennett the Local 
Plan includes the allocation of 
500 new homes to the west of 
Station Road. 

The local plan is part of a 
central Government directive 


issued in 2015 to increase na¬ 
tional housing stock. Local au¬ 
thorities were told to produce 
local plans by “early 2017,” or 
face intervention from West¬ 
minster. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Cllr Joshua Schumann said: 
“The plan is just going out to 
public consultation so anybody 
can respond to tell us their 
thoughts on things that have 
been put forward. We are facing 
the worst housing crisis that 
Britain has ever seen so there is 
a need to build new homes. 

“Our job now is to find the 
best locations to build those 
new homes and that is what 
this process is about, but we 
can only do that once we have 
all the information available 
to us, so we would urge every 
stakeholder and member of the 
community to respond so they 
can tell us their thoughts and or 
concerns. 

Meanwhile, some East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire residents have ex¬ 
pressed concerns about the 
environmental impact and 
Cambridgeshire estate agents 
Cheffins has questioned the fi¬ 


nancial viability of some of the 
proposed sites. 

A company spokesperson 
said they would query some of 
the land proposed for housing, 
believing it would be a risky in¬ 
vestment. 

“These allocations raise is¬ 
sues over viability of residential 
development in the north of 
the district where house prices 
are generally lower and devel¬ 
opers may not make a reasona¬ 
ble return on their investment,” 
she said. 

The Further Draft Local Plan 
can be viewed on the East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil website, within reception at 
the council’s offices in Ely and 
at local libraries in the district. 

It is the second consultation 
stage out of three planned by 
the council, with the third and 
final consultation expected to 
take place in this summer. A fi¬ 
nalised version of the local plan 
will be published in the spring.

Green light for crossing 
to unite ‘divided village’

A £125,000 SCHEME in Hadden- 
ham to help ‘a divided village’ 
cross the busy A1123 has been ap¬ 
proved by Cambridgeshire Coun¬ 
ty Council. 

The scheme will see the instal¬ 
lation of a traffic light controlled 
pedestrian crossing at the top 
of the High Street, close to the 
A1123/A1421 junction. 

Funding was agreed by mem¬ 
bers of the economy and environ¬ 
ment committee last month. 

The scheme at Hop Row is also 
being part funded by Haddenham 
Parish Council. 

Preliminary designs for the 
crossing are set to begin this 
month, with £10,000 coming from 
the local highways improvement 
grant and £5,000 from the parish 
council. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cillor Bill Hunt, who spoke at the 
committee, said: “This is a much 
needed scheme for a divided vil¬ 
lage that sees thousands of vehi¬ 
cles every day, especially when 
there are accidents on other sur¬ 
rounding roads. 

“There have been two recent 
serious accidents in Haddenham 
and this new crossing and lights

are much needed. I have cam¬ 
paigned for this and know it has 
local support and I would like 
to thank the parish council who 
have helped drive this forward 
and fund it. 

“Haddenham Parish Council 
were committed to contributing 
33 per cent to the original minor 
highways scheme which could 
not be progressed for safety rea¬ 
sons and that contribution still 
holds good to the new, more ex¬ 
pensive scheme.” 

The crossing is part of a £3.19 
million investment in transport 
schemes across Cambridgeshire. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Bates said: “The local 
highways improvement schemes 
have been a massive success in 
delivering locally designed solu¬ 
tions that previously would not 
have been built.”

People seeking help for 
anxiety on the increase 


ELY’S Babylon Gallery is team¬ 
ing up with the internationally 
renowned Goldmark Gallery to

AN expert who specialises in anxi¬ 
ety management has seen a 60 per 
cent rise in the number of people 
coming to see him for help with 
anxiety, stress and depression in 
the past 12 months. 

Hypnotherapist Dan Regan, who 
has practices in Ely and Newmar¬ 
ket, said more people have come to 
see him “who are exhausted from 
their struggle with all those drain¬ 
ing thoughts and feelings that leave 
them stuck in a cycle of dread, wor¬ 
ry and fear”. 

It comes after new figures re¬ 
vealed a rise in the number of staff 
going off sick for anxiety, stress and 
depression at Addenbrooke’s hos¬ 
pital. Staff being absent for psychi¬ 
atric illness has risen by 4.2 per cent 
in the last 12 months. 

Dan said the majority of his cli¬ 
ents are female, which is in line 
with recent studies showing that 
women are nearly twice as likely 
to suffer anxiety as men and that 
women suffer significantly higher 
levels of work related stress, anxiety

and depression than men. 

“The anxiety, stress and depres¬ 
sion can damage their relation¬ 
ships, friendships and careers and 
leave them feeling like things will 
never get better,” he said. 

“More people are seeking help as 
they become aware that there are 
effective treatments available, such 
as hypnotherapy, which means 


they don’t just have to live with 
their anxiety, stress and depression. 
I’ve found that the more people I 
help, the more they refer others to 
me when they see them struggling. 

“As an expert in these areas, my 
role is to help them break those 
thoughts and patterns so they can 
break free of unwanted thoughts 
and feelings and move forward feel¬ 
ing calm, confident and in control 
and really start enjoying life more 
again.” 

The hypnotherapist said talking 
to someone who will be “supportive 
and constructive” is a good starting 
point. 

“Many people with anxiety, stress 
and depression can feel that no- 
one will want to listen to them and 
they may also have become adept 
at working around it and giving the 
appearance of being OK to the out¬ 
side world,” he said. 

“Yet all those internal thoughts 
and feelings can simply multi¬ 
ply and grow. I would also advise 
speaking to their GP about what 
they are experiencing. I will often 
advise clients to get back to basics 
in terms of taking care of them¬ 
selves. Often caffeine, smoking, 


drinking and food can be used for 
short term relief or to try and mask 
things, yet these just exacerbate the 
anxiety, stress and depression and 
so cutting back, combined with ef¬ 
fective therapy to sort the underly¬ 
ing issues, will help.” 

Dan said he would advise people 
to do three things to start feeling 
better. “Every day go for a 10 min¬ 
ute brisk walk,” he said. “This gives 
an outlet for all the physical symp¬ 
toms of the anxiety, dread and wor¬ 
ry. Learn how to find some mental 
space. Anxiety and depression are 
like having a totally stressed out 
brain that leaves you struggling to 
think clearly or to concentrate. To 
start creating that space, I always 
suggest my clients find 20 minutes 
every day to calm their mind. 

“Firstly, they can trigger their 
natural relaxation process by ex¬ 
tending their out breath. This can 
be done easily by initially holding 
their breath for five seconds then 
breathing out to an internal count 
of 11. Then they get their brain to 
start thinking more clearly by start¬ 
ing to count backwards from three 
hundreds in units of three on every 
out breath.”

towns and villages. 

A decorated plough was pushed 
around by men who would stop at 
houses to sing and dance for cash 
needed by families to make ends 
meet. 

The plough team was often 


accompanied by Molly Dancers, 
so called after their central 
character the 'molly,' a figure of 
fertility. 

Group leader Michael Czarnobaj 
said: "Cambridgeshire has few 
customs and traditions left, so 
what we have we need to cling 
on to." 


Council leader joins 
bid to be first mayor

THE leader of East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council, James Palm¬ 
er, has put his name forward to 
become the first mayor of the 
new devolved Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough authority. 

In an open letter he stressed 
his suitability for the role, not just 
as a politician, but as a business¬ 
man on the ground who sees the 
daily challenges employers and 
employees face. 

If given the top job he said he 
would represent Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough ‘robustly’ at 
Westminster. 

Conservative Cllr Palmer, 46, 
who lives in Soham, added: “I am 
not just another politician with 
no understanding of what makes 
Cambridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough tick. But, having been a 
county and district councillor 
for nearly a decade, and leader at 
East Cambs for almost four years, 
I also understand the process of 
local government. 

“I have a family and am all too

aware of the difficulties young 
people are confronted with today 
affording university education 
and getting a foot on the housing 
ladder. 

“And I live here. I use the roads 
and the trains ... I have the net¬ 
work of contacts - MPs, busi¬ 
ness people, investors - at my 
fingertips to unlock funding and 


achieve projects that really mat¬ 
ter to people’s everyday lives.” 

He joins South Cambridgeshire 
Conservative MP Heidi Allen and 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
leader Steve Count, who also an¬ 
nounced their bids last month to 
become mayor of the new £800 
million combined authority, 
which all seven councils in the 
region voted for last November. 

Mrs Allen, who would com¬ 
bine the role with being an MP, 
said: “As the Westminster repre¬ 
sentative for one of the highest 
growth areas in the devolution 
region, and being someone who 
has direct access to ministers and 
decision makers, I believe I am 
uniquely placed to fill the may- 
oral role.” 

Mr Count said if he was given 
the top job he would “try to use 
negotiating skills, logic and pow¬ 
ers of persuasion in order to gain 
consensual decisions”. 

The Conservatives, who are 
expected to announce the can¬ 
didate they are putting forward 
for the May election soon, are in 
the running against Cambridge 
City deputy Labour leader Kevin

Price, entrepreneur Peter Dawe 
and Peterborough Cllr Ed Mur- 
phy. 

Meanwhile, some Lib Dems 
have expressed their disdain for 
the new mayoral role. 

Lib Dem Cllr John Williams, on 
Cambridge City Council, said: 
“The mayor will receive a salary 
of somewhere between £65,000 
and £80,000 a year. 

“At a time of drastic public 
spending cutbacks, local Liberal 
Democrats say proposals for an 
expensive new Mayor of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire & Peterborough are 
not what is needed to help im¬ 
prove the lives of local residents. 

“The proposed funding for 
housing and transport is wel¬ 
come, but there is no reason for 
the government to force a mayor 
on us as the price of it. I would 
rather see the mayor’s lavish sal¬ 
ary spent on more vital public 
services.”

SOMETHING OLD, NOTHING NEW... 

ONLY one film in the top 20 
highest grossing features of 2016 at 
the UK box office was an original 
concept: the computer-animated 
romp The Secret Life Of Pets. 

Audiences simply couldn't resist 
fast food film-making, which 
served up a comforting array of 
sequels, prequels, remakes, 
spin-offs and adaptations of 
existing material. It should come as 
no surprise, then, that 2017 
promises an onslaught of the 
deeply familiar across all genres. 

Showdowns torn from Marvel 
and DC Comics punctuate the year, 
including Hugh Jackman's final 
bow as Wolverine in the gritty 
chase thriller Logan (March 3), a 
groovy battle beyond the stars with 
Chris Pratt and Zoe Saldana in 
Guardians Of The Galaxy Vol. 2

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INGREDIENTS 

200g salmon 
fillet 

Itbsp olive oil 
2 large spring 
onions, sliced into 
small rings 
3 4 tsp curry powder 
V^tsp turmeric 
Good pinch of chilli 
flakes 

75g brown basmati 
rice 

275ml hot vegetable 
or chicken stock 

1 small courgette, 
finely grated 
60g frozen peas, 
thawed 

2 eggs 

2tbsp parsley, plus 
extra to garnish 
Salt and freshly 
ground black pepper 


METHOD 

1. Season the salmon 
with salt and pepper 
and grill for about 10 
minutes until cooked. 
Set aside until it's cool 
enough to handle, then 
break into chunks. 

2. Heat the oil in a pan 
and stir-fry the spring 
onions for 2-3 minutes 
until soft. Stir in the 
spices and season well, 
Continue to stir-fry for 
a minute or so to cook 
the spices. 


3. Stir in the rice and 
cook for 1 minute to 
coat it in the spices. 
Pour the hot stock over 
the top and put a lid on 
the pan. Bring to the 
boil, then turn the heat 
down low and cook for 
20-25 minutes. 

4. Spoon the grated 
courgette and peas on 
top of the rice. Cover 
the pan again and 
continue to cook for 
3-5 minutes until all 
the water has been 
absorbed and the 
courgette and peas are 
tender. 

5. Meanwhile, boil the 
eggs for six minutes. 
Drain and cover with 
cold water, then remove 
the shells. 

6. Fluff up the rice and 
stir in the parsley and 
salmon flakes, then 
divide the kedgeree 
between two bowls. 
Halve the eggs, arrange 
them on top and scatter 
over a little more 
parsley before serving.

HEN you picture 
Tom Daley, he's 
probably in pair of 
Speedos or a Team 
GB tracksuit - not an 
apron. But the Olympic diver is 
showing off his culinary skills in 
a new healthy eating cookbook, 
Tom's Daily Plan. 

"One of the things people 
don't necessarily know about me 
is I enjoy cooking. I've always 
been a lover of food - if I'm not 
diving or sleeping, I'm eating,'' 
says the 22-year-old, laughing. 

"I live my life for the next 
meal. I'm one of those people 
who thinks, 'I've just finished 
lunch, OK what's for dinner?' 
because athletes are always 
hungry. In my case, food is fuel, 
so I have to make sure I'm 
eating the right things to get the 
best out of myself every day.'' 

Along with simple workouts 
and fitness tips, the book is 
stuffed full of mouthwatering 
recipes that are healthy, but 
hearty. 

Tom's lifelong love of food 
started with baking sessions at 
his nan and granddad's. 

"I remember me and my 
brothers all there with the bowl, 
arguing over who got to lick the

spoon! As I got older, I wanted to 
take more of a role in the kitchen, 
so my grandma taught me how 
to cook vegetable soups and the 
broccoli pasta bake that's in the 
book. That's one of the first 
things I learned to make." 

He’s had cooking lessons at 
Ashburton Cookery School in 


Devon and likes to unwind in the 
kitchen after a day's training by 
cooking for his Os car-winning 
screenwriter fiance Lance at the 
flat they share near London's 
Borough Market. 

"I make him breakfast every 
morning and then in the 
evenings, because the way the 
time difference works for him 
when he's in the UK, everyone 
[in the US] starts waking up at 
about 5am or 6am, so he's always 
on the phone sorting out his 
work stuff at that time when I'm 
cooking. 

"But we do share it quite often 
and he's really really good on 
barbecue. In the summer, we 
barbecue three times a week just 
to cook chicken and marinated 
stuff, he does cook a good 
southern fried chicken thing. So 
some of his food isn’t the 
healthiest..." he adds, with 
another laugh. 

Tom, who won bronze medals 
at London 2012 and in Rio last 


summer and trains for up to five 
hours a day, admits he has sweet 
tooth, but gets around it by 
steering clear of "the sugar train" 

"As soon as you get on it in the 
mornings, if you have a sugary 
cereal or breakfast, then by about 
11 o'clock, you think, 'Oh I need 
something else to get a bit of 
sugar' and once you've had that, 
you want more and more and 
more." 

There are still plenty of sweet 
treats in the book, just with less 
sugar than most, including his 
'Not-so-naughty Brownies' with 
dried prunes and dates and 
blueberries. 

"The recipes aren't just a 
boiled piece of chicken and 
steamed broccoli, it's things that 
people would actually want to 
eat and not feel they’re cheating 
themselves out of a nice meal."

Rock Rose Premium Scottish Gin (RRP 
£34, 31dover.com, masterofmalt.com, 
dunnetbaydistillers.co.uk) 

I love the Victorian-style ceramic bottle 
of this gin which is created in the far 
north of Scotland; the bottle, right, feels 
rooted in tradition. It is named after 
the rock rose which is foraged near 
the distillery. Two types of juniper are 
sourced for it and silver buckthorn, 
found on the coast, is one of the 
botanicals used. Aromas are fresh 
and clean like the air of the Scottish 
coast; juniper leads from the front,

Masons Dry Yorkshire Gin (RRP £39.99, 
70cl, stockists at masonsyorkshiregin.com) 
Steve makes this gin. Steve is a copper still 
on the edge of the Yorkshire Dales and it 
was put there by husband and wife Karl 
and Cathy Mason. The couple first took 
their love of gin to social media by 
setting up the Gin & Tonic Friday 
Facebook group; then their knowledge 
and enthusiasm snowballed, 
culminating in making their own gin. 
There's plenty to dip your nose into 
- fennel has a flirt, then cardamom and 


orange play their part. Juniper is subtle and 
citrus rip-roars in at the end. 

Gin Mare (RRP £39.50, Waitrose) 

Gin Mare (pronounced mar-ray) is created in 
Spain using ingredients which reflect the 
Mediterranean. The arbequina olive from 
Spain, thyme from Greece, basil from Italy 
and rosemary from Turkey are steeped for 
more than 24 hours and then individually 
distilled. This was my better half's favourite 
of all this week's gins. We popped in slithers 
of lemon peel to enhance the juniper and all 
those lovely aroma notes from the Med. It's 
just a bit different, with a teeny 
savoury element. 

Definition Gin (£25, or £22.50 in 
a buy six deal at Majestic) 

The interest in gin is booming, 
there's no doubt. In the past year 
Majestic introduced 109 new gins 
into its range and it also created 


one, adding an own-brand gin to its 
Definition drinks' range. I tried this with a 
slither of orange rind and lots of ice on 
Boxing Day. It was a refreshing 6pm 
lightener to unclog the overindulgence from 
the day before. The rind enhanced the hints 
of orange, together with coriander and the 
tiniest dabble of spice. 

■ GIN enthusiast Dan Jones tells us which 
gins he thinks are the best in the world in 
his book Gin: Shake, Muddle and Stir (RRP 
£9.99, most good bookstores). He explains 
which gadgets (if any) we'll need to make 
cocktails and takes the bafflement out 
of syrups and infusions. A gin cocktail 
recipe section includes useful colour 
illustrations alongside each drink, so 
you can visualise the proportions of 
each ingredient.

The Robins will play Khalsa, who are fifth 
in the Midland League, Premier Division, on 
January 28. 

It will be Ely’s first time in the last 16 of the 
competition and manager Brady Stone was 
delighted to have achieved the feat. 

He said: “Ely have had some fantastic teams 
over the years, so it shows how hard this 
competition is, so just to get to the last 16 is an 
unbelievable achievement. 

“In the FA Vase we just seem to have been 
able to score goals at the right time whereas 
in the league, we’re creating chances and then 
giving silly goals away.

“We had an attendance of 386 on Saturday, 
which is the biggest gate at the Unwin Ground 
for a competitive game, and the fans were 
amazing.

He said: “They started quite well, but as soon as 
we got a foothold in the game, we could probably 
have scored six or seven goals if I’m honest. 

“We missed a few and their goalkeeper made 
a couple of good saves, but it was a fantastic 
performance. 

“If someone had said to me at the start of the 
season that we’d be in the last 16 of the FA Vase, 
I’d have laughed at them, but we look at this as 
an amazing experience.”

Luke Brown missed a penalty and went close 
with another chance, while Joe Carden also had 
opportunities before the visitors went ahead 
from the spot nine minutes from time. 

Manager Robbie Mason said: “Missed chances 
are what cost us as we could have been 4-0 up 
before they received a penalty. 

“It’s a bit disappointing because we played 
really well and were on top of the game, but it’s 
the same story as the last two or three weeks 
where we’ve played well and not been able to 
finish it off.”
